“Magtorly inactivity,” as definad by Calhoun,
certainly promises the safeat and chenpest set-
flement of this Mexican difficnlly. When the
first French republi¢ had expelled from its
hordors the allied Powers of the continent, and
had proved ita capaeity for aggreasive warfare
in the firat Italian campnigns of Napoleon, it
was in A position to maintain iteelf as the arbi-
ter of Europe. But the expedition sent out
under Napoleon to Syris and Egypt was a
fatal mistake fo the republic. In nndertnking
to flank the power of Englend'In the Eastby

toroe of arins the republio stepped beyond its

sphere as itle propagandist of the riphts of the
people.  As an armod propagandist it naturally
grayilated into (be bands of s military dictator,
imd to the inevitable consequences of a rigid
military despotizm in the name of the empire,
Now, as history repeats ilself, here is n losson
which history gives ua as u warning. The com-
monwealih of Cromwell affords os another ex-
smple of the same character.

Unquestionably, if the administration were
to resolve upon the forcible expulsion of Maxi-
filian from , he would be expellad in
short order. But the inevitable war with
France might, perhaps, involve us in a naval
war with England and France. Even from
such u struggle we doubt not that the United
States would ultimately emerge victorions;
but in the meantime the suspension of the
world’s commerce, and the beavy strain upon
our natlonal treasury, would inevitably iavolve
us in all the evils of & financial revul-
sion amd universal bankruptcy. Sach a
war might precipitate a European earth-
quake, from which kingdome and empires
would go down to rise no more; but such
consequences, instend of relieving us, would
only widen the disasters and dangers of our
financial collapse, with all its accossories of
political demoralization and eounfusion. Could
we, under such a pressure, escape the fate of
the French republic and its assignnta?

If is upon statesmanship, and not npon armu,
that we may now most wisely depend for the
remova] of the French usurpation from Mexioy
In that experiment of a Latin hulunce of powpr
on this continent Louis Napoleon hns becone
the owner of a costly elepbout. We can di-
possegs him to-day or to-morrow; but we hate
only to hold the rod of the Monroe doctrite
over him in order fo.const#in him to abanddn
hls el¢phant. Withouf our recognition he is in
u sfate of insecurity which must render futile
ull his efforts to Mexico pay expenses.
He s woakened while Wo aro strongthenal
from every day's contlounnce of u polioy of
“mpaterly innclivity” It costs us nothing fo
wait, while the uncertaintios of thiv state of
peace hold him to the expenses of o coally
